THURSDAY,  NOVEMBER  16,  1989  -10:00  A.M.

The  Council  Meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  read  by  V.P. 
Cardinal . 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  October  3,  1989  Executive 
Council  Meeting.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  advised  his  report  would  be  lengthy  as  it  was 
approximately  7  weeks  since  the  last  Council  meeting. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 


President  Osborn  reported  that  action  was  taken  on  approximately 
4  0  resolutions  at  the  State  Council  Convention  and  thanked  the 
Vice  Presidents  for  their  attendance  and  support  during  the 
Convention. 

He  further  reported  on  the  march  to  the  State  House,  held  during 
the  Convention,  in  support  of  the  Public  Employee  Unions  and 
Public  Employee  Coalition  and  noted  the  participation  was  good 
and  that  the  marchers  were  joined  at  the  State  House  with 
striking  NYNEX/NET  workers  and  that  the  press  picked  it  up  not  as 
a  Public  Employee  march  but  NYNEX.  He  noted  the  Public  Employees 
were  appreciative  of  the  solidarity  extended  to  them  during  the 
march. 

Pres .  Osborn  advised  on  attending  meetings  of  the  Worker's 
Compensation  Advisory  Council  and  that  new  staff  has  been  put  on 
and  even  with  the  computer  set  up  there  are  new  caseloads,  2  1/2 
times  of  what  it  used  to  be  and  noted  that  management  would  be 
asking  for  a  40-50%  increase  in  their  costs;  of  participating  in 
the  NYNEX  picket  lines  with  Cesar  Chavez,  receiving  good 
publicity  on  the  lines  and  of  setting  up  Legislators  to 
participate  on  the  NYNEX  picket  lines.  He  noted  there  was  praise 
from  the  IBEW/CWA  for  the  Council's  assistance  in  both  instances. 


On  Labor's  Night  at  the  Circus  the  President  advised  over  1,000 
union  family  members  attended  and  that  it  was  successful;  Local 
union  names  being  flashed  on  the  scoreboards,  it  being  a  packed 
house  and  that  the  evening  was  dedicated  to  Natalie  Osborn  and  he 
noted  everyone  was  pleased  with  the  results. 

President  Osborn  also  reported  on  speaking  at  the  Lexington 
Rotary  Club;  attending  IBEW,  Local  103 's  groundbreaking  ceremony; 
meetings  with  Sec.  of  Labor  Eustace  and  Commissioner  Joel 
Pressman  regarding  a  request  from  the  American  .  Postal  Workers 
relative  to  a  health  and  safety  grant  and  of  potential  problems 
with  the  request  as  a  technicality  was  raised  that  the  American 
Postal  Workers  not  being  covered  under  Worker's  Compensation 
might  be  ineligible  for  such  a  grant.  He  noted  further 
discussions  would  be  taking  place  regarding  this  grant  request, 
possible  restrictions  due  to  eligibility,  tightening  up  request 
form  loopholes,  pressure  from  management  not  to  OK  this  request 
and  of  the  Postal  Workers  providing  additional  information  for 
review.  He  noted  he  would  keep  the  Council  updated  on  this 
matter. 

The  President  also  noted  he  participated  in  a  Worker's 
Compensation  Seminar  at  M.I. T. 

On  the  Public  Employee  Coalition,  the  President  reported  on 
weekly  meetings  with  this  group  with  crisis  meetings  being  held 
in  between,  on  the  chaos  at  the  State  House  regarding  the  budget 
cuts,  of  good  representatives  and  special  friends  who  are  feeling 
the  outrage  of  their  constituents  and  who  are  now  going  for 
budget  cuts  and  then  coming  to  us  to  explain  their  positions.  He 
noted  this  coalition  is  holding  together;  all  AFL-CIO  affiliates 
are  participating  along  with  the  independent  unions;  reported  on 
meeting  with  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Union  regarding  their 
participation  in  the  TEAM  effort;  an  update  on  the  collection  of 
signatures  for  the  Initiative  Petition;  time  limits  for  filing 
petitions  statewide  and  in  Boston;  V.P.  Collins'  leadership  in 
the  Springfield  area  with  the  petition  drive;  the  TEAM  petition 
countering  the  one  being  filed  by  Barbara  Anderson.  He  further 
advised  that  after  the  filing  of  the  petition  the  campaign  would 
begin  and  that  our  educational  process  would  be  developed  and 
progress  during  the  campaign.  He  noted  the  Vice  Presidents  would 
be  called  upon  to  participate  in  this  process  and  urged  their 
participation  and  support  on  behalf  of  the  Public  Employees. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  a  meeting  in  Worcester  of  the 
United  Way  Labor  Liaisons  and  that  each  of  them  were  dedicated 
community  service  leaders  and  that  they  were  facing  continuous 
struggles  and  geographical  problems. 

The  President  advised  that  the  United  Mine  Workers  has  asked  for 
the  Council's  support  and  that  AFSCME  has  given  them  office  space 
to   work   out  of  at  8  Beacon  Street.   He  further  noted   that   the 


campaign  to  remove  William  Craig,  V.P.  of  the  Shawmut  Bank  in 
Boston  from  the  Board  of  the  Pittston  Company  was  successful;  all 
involved  worked  hard  on  Craig's  removal;  the  Building  Trades 
Unions  pulled  out  monies  from  the  Shawmut  Bank  and  other  building 
trades  unions  were  in  the  process  of  doing  so.  He  noted  heavy 
pressure  was  being  placed  on  the  Shawmut  and  that  the  Shawmut  was 
then  putting  pressure  on  Craig.  He  further  reported  having  a 
meeting  with  representatives  of  the  UMW  and  a  representative  of 
Shawmut  regarding  the  possibility  of  Craig  remaining  at  Shawmut. 
He  noted  it  was  Labor's  position  to  have  him  removed  and  that  the 
day  after  the  meeting  word  came  out  that  Craig  resigned  from  the 
Bank  but  would  continue  with  Pittston.  President  Osborn  felt  the 
Council  played  a  major  role  in  Craig's  removal/resignation. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  a  Legislative  Breakfast 
sponsored  by  the  Norfolk  Central  Labor  Council  and  commended  V.P. 
Cardinal  for  its  success. 

The  President  reported  on  setting  up  a  meeting  with  Lt.  Gov. 
Evelyn  Murphy  with  the  striking  IBEW/CWA  Locals  and  that  requests 
that  were  made  of  her  at  that  meeting  and  some  have  been  complied 
with  and  followed  through  with,  others  not. 

President  Osborn  further  noted  attending  and  speaking  at  a 
Machinists  Conference  held  in  No.  Andover;  on  a  meeting  held  with 
Sec/Treas.  Haynes  and  Roseanne  Bacon,  President  of  the  MTA 
regarding  possible  planning  of  joint  caucus  participation  at  the 
Democratic  State  Convention  and  that  more  talks  of  possible 
convention  strategy  would  be  forthcoming;  he  further  advised 
meetings  would  also  be  scheduled  with  V.P.  Devlin  and  the  Fed.  of 
Teachers  regarding  this  matter;  on  meeting  with  the  Sec/Treas. 
and  representatives  of  the  IUE  regarding  an  organizing  campaign 
at  Blue/Cross-Blue/Shield.  He  noted  that  an  election  has  been 
scheduled  by  the  NLRB  for  December  5th  for  BC/BS. 

The  President  spoke  on  the  success  of  political  mailings  being 
sent  out  from  the  Council  and  that  he  has  received 
acknowledgment  from  union  members  who  receive  our  endorsement 
letters  and  that  he  felt  overall,  letters  coming  from  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  have  been  well  received  in  the  homes  of 
union  members.  Pres .  Osborn  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  of  a 
meeting  with  Democratic  State  Party  Chair  Chet  Atkins  with 
Sec/Treas.  Haynes  and  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  to  discuss  the 
Council's  problems  with  the  Chairman  and  on  his  recent  press 
coverage  regarding  the  budget  cuts. 

He  further  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Jack  Higgins,  Exec.  V.P. 
Faherty  and  Sec/Treas.  Haynes  regarding  the  Boy  Scouts  honoring 
him  at  a  fundraiser  and  noted  the  Exec.  Officers  have  recommended 
to  go  forward  on  this. 

President   Osborn   reported  on  attending  and  addressing   the   IUE 


Convention  in  Lynnfield  and  thanked  V.P.  Mahar  and  V.P. 
Dimitropolos  for  their  hospitality;  on  attending  the  75th 
Anniversary  of  Local  1044  of  the  Glaziers  Union  and  acknowledged 
Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  for  a  job  well  done. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  testifying  on  House  #2054,  the 
Senator  Doris/Representative  Ambler  Unemployment  Insurance 
Legislation,  which  would  provide  access  to  information  that  is 
submitted  by  employers  plus  a  thirty  (30)  day  notice  provision 
with  hearing;  he  advised  this  legislation  has  moved  forward  and 
is  presently  in  committee.  He  reported  meeting  with  AIM  John 
Gould  and  Marty  Foley  on  discussions  relative  to  an  increase  in 
Worker's  Compensation. 

The  President  advised  on  being  interviewed  by  Mary  Anne  Kane  from 
Channel  7;  presenting  an  editorial  reply  on  WEEI  on  the  NYNEX 
Unemployment  Insurance;  attending  the  Greater  Boston  Central 
Labor  Council  meeting;  Worcester/Framingham  Central  Labor  Council 
Legislative  Breakfast;  setting  up  a  meeting  with  Joseph  DeLorey, 
Treasurer  of  NAGE  and  Joseph  Nigro,  General  Agent,  Boston 
Building  Trades  Council  regarding  NAGE ' s  affordable  housing 
building  program  regarding  the  use  of  building  contractors  by 
NAGE  that  have  been  targeted  by  the  Building  trades  unions  and 
noted  future  meetings  between  these  two  individuals  would  be 
scheduled  on  this  issue  of  having  NAGE  and  the  Building  Trades 
working  together.  President  Osborn  further  noted  attending  an 
Annual  Social  hosted  by  Local  369  of  the  Utility  Workers,  held  in 
Braintree;  on  meeting  with  AFL-CIO  Regional  Director  Frank  Myers 
regarding  the  possibility  of  conducting  a  program  of  training  for 
Central  Labor  Council's  which  would  target  how  to  build  up 
membership  and  to  set  agendas;  on  participating  in  a  Cooking 
Event  sponsored  by  Women  for  Economic  Justice  and  chided  the  Vice 
Presidents  that  his  was  the  best  dish  prepared  for  the  event;  on 
meeting  with  the  Director  of  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program, 
Elaine  Bernard,  along  with  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  and  informed  the 
Council  that  in  his  opinion  Director  Bernard  was  union  orientated 
and  that  they  had  discussed  past  misunderstandings,  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  scholarship  that  was  cut  in  the  past,  etc. 

On  the  Labor  of  Love  Walkathon  event,  President  Osborn  reported 
that  $27,000  was  raised  from  pledges;  check  presentations  were 
presented  to  the  four  participating  shelters  in  the  amounts  of 
$9,000,  $9,000,  $4,500  and  $4,500.  He  noted  that  originally 
there  were  to  be  three  shelters  participating  in  the  proceeds  and 
that  the  decision  was  made  to  split  in  half  the  proceeds  of  one 
of  the  shelters  which  would  be  divided  equally  to  two  minority 
shelters  and  that  everyone  including  the  shelters  were  in 
agreement.  He  commended  Lou  Mandarini,  Jr.,  for  his  chairing  of 
the  first  time  event,  which  was  very  successful  and  that  he  did  a 
great  job  and  has  suggested  he  would  be  willing  to  do  it  again. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  a  major  lobbying  effort  by  the  UFCW 
Union   on   the   blue  laws  repeal  legislation  and   that   they   had 


played  a  key  and  major  role  in  changing  the  repeal;  that  it  was  a 
highly  coordinated  and  organized  lobbying  effort  at  the  State 
House  with  the  assistance  of  Marty  Foley,  Jim  Tiernan,  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  Legislative  Department  V.P.  Phinney  and  his  staff, 
and  V.P.  Joyce,  the  UFCW  was  successful  and  had  astounding  results, 
He  commended  V.P.  Phinney  and  the  UFCW  team  for  their  excellence 
in  this  endeavor. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  he  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Globe  Editorial  Board  to  discuss 
better  communication  and  better  relationships  and  coverage  and 
further  discussed  a  list  of  complaints  to  the  Editorial  Board  and 
presented  documentation  to  back  the  biased  position  of  the  Globe 
towards  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  an  example  being  no  OP  ED  before  Labor 
Day  and  the  Chelsea  School  Committee  election  of  pro-labor  people 
and  he  felt  at  least  they  had  presented  the  concerns  to  the 
Editorial  Board. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Solidarity 
Rally  that  was  held  the  evening  before  at  the  Boston  Teachers 
Union  Hall,  which  was  a  grassroots  rally  on  behalf  of  the 
striking  Eastern,  NYNEX,  Pittston,  HCHP,  Teamsters  and  the  Shaw's 
Employees.  He  noted  there  was  heckling,  shouting  and  vulgarity 
displayed  when  Joe  Nigro  addressed  the  rally;  good  media 
coverage,  only  one  station  reported  the  disunity  at  the  rally  due 
to  the  heckling  incident;  large  crowd  in  attendance;  nothing  in 
the  Globe  and  a  small  item  in  the  Herald.  He  also  congratulated 
V.P.  Mahar  for  his  participation,  presentation  and  support  during 
this  rally  and  noted  that  he  had  arrived  at  the  rally  with  a  bus 
load  of  people  which  gave  the  rally  a  lift.  He  also  noted  the 
Teamsters  were  on  strike  against  S.S.Pierce. 

On  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Food  Bank,  the  President  requested 
the  Vice  Presidents  to  check  with  their  respective  Organizations 
to  see  it  they  have  contributed  and  reported  checks  have  been 
disbursed  to  6  different  areas  and  noted  this  Food  Bank  was  not 
structured  to  interfere  with  Local  food  bank  programs;  he  advised 
that  8  3  locals  have  contributed  to  date  and  noted  that  this  Food 
Bank  would  be  an  ongoing  once  a  year  local  union  contribution 
program. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  that  morning's  Norma  Nathan's  column 
article  regarding  Local  26,  HERE,  cutting  their  membership  from 
5,000  to  1  member.  At  this  time  President  Osborn  read  the 
article  to  the  Council  Members.  He  advised  the  Council  members 
that  Local  26  President  Dominic  Bozzotto  had  negotiated  a  Housing 
Trust  Fund  which  management  would  have  to  put  $.05  per  hour  into 
the  fund  but  noted  that  Federal  legislation  would  have  to  be 
enacted.  At  this  time  President  Osborn  read  a  letter  from 
Senator  Kennedy  which  was  sent  to  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  regarding  the 
Local  26  Affordable  Housing  Trust. 


President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  members  that  he  had  met  with 
Pres.  Bozzotto  and  his  local  and  has  complied  with  their  every 
request  and  that  we  are  on  record  in  support  of  his  trust  fund. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  of 
receiving  a  letter  of  resignation  from  V.P.  Dorothy  Thomas  of 
HERE,  Local  26.   He  read  her  letter  to  the  Council. 

President  Osborn  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  Executive  Officers  requesting  President  Bozzotto  to  appear 
before  the  Exec.  Officers  prior  to  this  Council  Meeting. 

Again,  President  Osborn  referred  to  the  newspaper  article  by  N. 
Nathan. 

President  Osborn  noted  that  he  had  not  heard  one  word  from  the 
National  AFL-CIO  as  to  what  has  taken  place  on  this  issue  and 
that  he  had  discussions  with  Senator  Kennedy  on  this  issue  and 
that  the  best  way  to  handle  the  legislative  action  would  be  to  do 
it  in  a  quiet  manner.  He  noted  Pres.  Bozzotto  had  taken  a  large 
delegation  to  lobby  for  this  legislative  change  in  Washington. 
He  further  noted  that  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch  wanted  to  open  up  the 
Taft-Hartley  Legislation  on  the  affordable  housing  trust 
issue.  Pres.  Osborn  further  advised  that  he  had  contacted  AFL- 
CIO  Regional  Director  Frank  Myers  to  see  if  the  National  AFL-CIO 
had  taken  a  public  stand  on  this  matter  and  that  he  was  awaiting 
Director  Myers'  reply. 

President  Osborn  further  advised  the  Council  that  he  had  been 
informed  that  Pres.  Bozzotto  had  been  informed  that  the  AFL-CIO 
had  taken  negative  action  on  this  issue. 

President  Osborn  stated  this  newspaper  statement  was  untrue  that 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  has  not  taken  this  stand. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  Pres.   Bozzotto  was 

unable  to  attend  the  scheduled  meeting  with  the  Exec.  Officers 

and  that  another  letter  was  sent  to  Pres.  Bozzotto  to  meet  on 

Friday,  November  17.  Pres.  Osborn  read  this  letter  to  the 
Council . 

The  President  stated  it  was  bad  to  go  public,  as  in  this  column, 
without  first  contacting  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  that  this 
Council  deserves  better. 

He  further  noted  the  Exec.  Officers  were  awaiting  an  explanation 
from  Pres.  Bozzotto  and  that  this  type  of  action  does  not  help 
our  union  solidarity.  He  also  advised  that  during  the  State 
Convention,  Local  2  6  was  granted  the  use  of  a  display  booth 
promoting  their  affordable  housing  trust  fund  cause. 

He   noted   that  there  has  always  been,  for  as  long   as   he   could 


remember,   for  many,   many  years   a  Vice  President  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Council  representing  HERE. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  reported  he  would  keep  the  Vice 
Presidents  informed  on  this  matter. 


At  this  time,  V.P.  Phinney  informed  the  Council  that  the  UFCW  had 
voted  to  withdraw  $100  million  dollars  from  Shawmut  Bank  in 
support  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  and  their  struggle  with 
Pittston.  He  advised  that  doing  something  such  as  this  took 
time,  but  in  the  end  it  was  accomplished.  He  received  the  thanks 
of  the  Exec.  Council  Members. 

It  was  also  noted  by  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  that  the  Painters  had  also 
withdrawn  $56  million  from  Shawmut. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER ; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  passed  out  the  Annual  Audit  Report  of 
the  Council  as  of  June  3  0th.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  also  made 
the  regular  monthly  financial  report  to  the  Council.  He  noted 
grants  have  been  very  helpful  during  this  past  year  and  that  the 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Grant  along  with  the  Department  of  Employment 
and  Training  Grant  have  helped  to  cover  some  overhead  and 
salaries  which  has  lessened  the  strain  on  the  payroll  account. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  answered  guestions  relative  to  both 
the  Annual  Audit  Report  and  the  Monthly  Council  Financial  Report. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  he  was  in  the  process  of  trying 
to  generate  additional  revenue  through  affiliations;  he  noted 
they  continually  go  up  and  down  due  to  new  affiliations  then 
decreases  due  to  plant  closings,  shutdowns  and  industries  going 
out  of  business. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  the  Council  of  the  UFCW's 
gracious  increasing  of  their  affiliated  numbers;  he  also  noted 
the  Council  has  been  affiliating  smaller  organizations  with 
numbers  between  80-100  in  these  locals. 

On  his  Activity  Report,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  noted  that 
many  of  the  meetings,  functions  and  appearances  that  President 
Osborn  noted  in  his  report,  he,  (the  Sec./Treas.)  had  also 
attended  and  participated  in. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reminded  the  Vice  Presidents  that  they 
had  been  invited  to  attend  a  breakfast  meeting  on  the  following 
Monday  at  8:30  A.M.  at  the  Boston  Teacher's  Union  Hall,  to 
discuss  the  concerns,  differences,  etc.,  with  Chair  of  the 
Democratic   Party,   Chester  Atkins.   He  further  reported   on   the 


progress  in  the  TEAM  -  Public  Employee  Initiative  Petition  drive 
and  that  more  signatures  were  needed  and  reguested  the  assistance 
of  the  Vice  Presidents. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  attending  meetings  of  the  DET 
Advisory  Board  regarding  the  due  process  guestions  awaiting  to  be 
answered  pertaining  to  the  NYNEX  strikers  unemployment  insurance. 
He  also  noted  post  cards  in  support  of  the  Doris/Ambler  UI 
legislation  were  available  to  be  sent  from  the  affiliates  in 
support  of  this  legislation.  He  passed  some  out  to  the  Vice 
Presidents  and  asked  their  assistance  in  this  matter.  On  the 
Health  of  the  Trust  Fund,  he  noted  that  if  it  is  to  be  salvaged 
later,  it  will  take  more  costly  taxes. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he  is  a  Board  Member  of 
T.E.A.M.  and  represents  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  at  the  meetings  and  has 
attended  meetings  with  the  Senate  President  and  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  with  this  group.  He  further  noted  that  at  the  State 
House,  he  felt  people  were  abandoning  their  responsibilities  and 
that  adeguate  human  services  and  education  are  needed. 

On  affiliations,  the  Sec. -Treasurer  reported  new  affiliations  of 
Postal  Worker  Local  Unions,  NALC  Local  Unions,  IAFF  Local  Unions 
and  informed  the  Council  that  he  had  been  advised  that  SEIU, 
Local  285  will  be  improving  their  per  capita  numbers. 

He  reported  on  attending  a  meeting  on  affiliations  with  the  Salem 
Newspaper  Guild  with  John  Laughlin  and  with  the  ATU  in  Fitchburg. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 


EDUCATION  REPORT: 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he,  as  a  Trustee  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  had  supported  the  students  in  the 
rally  at  the  State  House  in  support  of  higher  education  and  noted 
recently  3,000  students  have  been  signed  up  to  register  to  vote 
at  U-Mass. 

On  the  Scholarship  Program,  the  Sec. /Treasurer  reported  the 
amount  of  the  scholarships  are  up  to  $157,000  and  that  the 
scholarship  program  materials  are  presently  at  the  printer.  He 
commended  Ilene  Hanlon  for  her  efforts  on  the  Scholarship  Program 
and  thanked  the  Council  Vice  Presidents  for  their  support  of  this 
program. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Elaine 
Bernard,  Director  of  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program  and  that  the 
HTUP  will  be  more  helpful  in  grading  the  Council's  scholarship 
programs  and  he  noted  he  was  hopeful  that  the  Council's 
relationship  with  the  HTUP  will  improve. 


He  announced  the  interviews  for  the  HTUP  scholarship  were 
scheduled  for  next  week. 

On  the  Northeast  Council  Meeting,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes 
reported  that  they  would  be  meeting  quarterly  to  discuss  like 
issues.  He  further  reported  on  the  possibility  of  a  summer 
school  for  Central  Labor  Councils,  staff,  etc.,  which  would  be 
held  on  current  issues  and  strategies  to  deal  with  the  political 
and  legislative  arena  and  that  it  would  be  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  National  AFL-CIO's  education  department.  He  noted  it 
will  be  scheduled  to  be  held  during  the  first  week  of  August, 
1990,  possibly  at  the  Mass.  Maritime  Academy  and  the  school  could 
accommodate  approximately  100  people  from  across  the  states. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  suggested  to  the  Council  Members 
the  holding  of  a  one  day  seminar  for  Secretary-Treasurers 
regarding  the  issues  of  campaign  fundings,  changes  in  laws  that 
would  be  affecting  officers  holding  Secretary-Treasurer 
positions,  etc. 

MMS  to  hold  a  one  day  Conference  for  Secretary-Treasurers.  So 
voted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  the  Council  members  on  the 
upcoming  New  Technology  Conference,  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  the  CAT  scheduled  for  November  28,  1989 
at  9:00  A.M.  and  urged  their  participation. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

COPE  AND  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT; 

Director  Foley  informed  the  Council  there  would  be  no  written 

report  presented  at  this  meeting. 

He  reported  on  very  late  nights  being  kept  at  the  State  House  due 
to  the  budget  crisis  and  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Health  and  Safety 
Bill  and  Prevailing  Wage  bill  is  in  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee. 

On  the  potential  cuts  in  the  Secretary  of  Labor  budget,  Director 
Foley  advised  that  these  cuts  had  been  taken  off  the  agenda  and 
that  we  had  won,  by  a  concession,  the  $100  million  dollars  in  ISP. 

The  Director  gave  a  lengthy  and  detailed  report  on  the  attempts 
on  total  repeal  of  the  Blue  Laws  which  would  have  resulted  in 
retail  stores  being  open  twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  with  the 
only  exceptions  being  Christmas  Day  and  Thanksgiving  Day.  He 
noted  that  when  this  legislation  first  came  out  it  had  no  chance 
of  being  reversed  due  to  the  position  being  taken  that  it  would 
bring  in  new  revenues  during  the  budget  crisis.  He  went  on  to 
report  that  through  the  efforts  of  the  UFCW  and  their  14  + 
representatives,   Labor's   lobbying   efforts   prevailed    against 


repeal  and  that  labor  ended  up  with  100  votes  to  take  that 
section  out.  He  further  advised  that  legislation  had  been  passed 
to  now  open  liquor  stores  on  Sunday,  which  won  by  a  vote  of  6  to 
1. 

Director  Foley  reported  on  nightly  rumors  coming  from  the  State 
House,  such  as  a  10%  cut  in  public  employees. 

He  also  informed  the  Council  members  that  there  was  to  date  220 
amendments  to  the  budget  bill  and  that  everything  is  still  on  the 
table  and  noted  that,  in  his  opinion,  he  felt  there  was  not 
enough  votes  to  pass  a  tax  package  and  that  there  is  an 
overwhelming  no  for  support  of  new  taxes.  He  went  on  to  advise 
that  people  do  not  want  new  taxes  but  do  want  the  services  tax 
dollars  provide  and  would  support  new  taxes  if  earmarked  for 
certain  areas.  He  also  noted  he  had  projected  a  700  million 
dollar  shortfall  last  year  and  that  amount  is  presently  off  by 
1.4  billion  dollars  and  that  the  New  Bond  Rating  in  the 
Commonwealth  will  have  an  additional  down  effect;  that  revenues 
being  projected  by  government  people  is  at  a  .06  growth  rate 
which  is  spinning  downwards. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  there  has  to  be  a  tax  package  to 
close  the  gap;  possibly  after  the  cuts  go  through  then  possibly 
it  will  go  to  the  Governor  the  second  week  in  December.  He 
suggested  the  unions  build  up  pressure  from  their  membership  with 
the  Representatives  and  Senators  and  that  the  legislators  are 
running  scared  and  labor  has  to  work  on  its  membership  to  apply 
pressure  and  that  most  legislators  feel  they  will  have  opposition 
in  their  districts. 

He  stated  the  reality  of  a  tax  package  would  hit  the  middle  class 
and  noted  that  now  the  private  sector  is  feeling  the  crunch. 

The  Director  further  advised  that  2  6  projects  of  the  Land  Bank 
have  been  pulled  off  the  boards;  the  MWRA  is  asking  for  14 
million  dollars  back  from  the  State;  serious  problems  with  an 
increase  being  suggested  for  worker's  compensation  by  management; 
pressure  has  to  be  put  on  legislators  by  union  members  that 
something  has  to  be  done  and  that  these  were  not  good  times. 

Director  Foley  reported  success  on  holding  some  of  our  items 
together  such  as  the  anti-takeover  legislation,  UFCW  endeavors 
against  the  repeal  of  the  Blue  Laws;  construction  safety 
legislation  and  the  creation  of  a  Worker's  memorial  day. 

He  further  noted  the  earliest  a  tax  package  would  be  put  together 
would  be  mid  December,  if  they  even  get  to  that  point.  That  at 
the  present  time  there  was  no  leadership  anywhere  on  the  Hill, 
someone  has  to  step  in  to  take  over;  Massachusetts  has  the  lowest 
bond  rating  ever,  its  never  been  this  low  or  operating  this  way. 
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At  this  time,  Vice  President  Phinney  commented  on  the  successful 
fight  against  the  repeal  of  the  Blue  Laws  and  thanked  Pres. 
Osborn,  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  Leg.  Director  Foley  and  Jim  Tiernan 
for  their  assistance  in  knocking  out  Section  79  and  80  of  the 
Blue  Laws  and  reported  everyone  is  now  in  the  process  of  planning 
strategy  for  the  Senate.  He  commended  Director  Foley  for  his 
work  on  the  Hill  in  defeating  the  repeal  efforts. 

President  Osborn  noted  it  was  not  easy  trying  to  hold  the  line  in 
one  area  when  public  employees  are  trying  to  get  some  of  the 
revenue  as  public  employees. 

V.P.  Dart  suggested  the  numbers  seemed  bad  right  now  and  inquired 
as  to  whether  an  increase  in  the  capital  gains  tax  would  only 
pick  up  a  portion  of  the  problem. 

Director  Foley  advised  it  would  not  totally  do  it  and  noted  that 
when  the  budget  was  passed  in  May  he  felt  the  Senate  would  come 
in  lower  than  the  House  which  it  did  and  then  the  Governor  vetoed 
600  million  less  and  that  this  amount  is  part  of  the  present 
shortfall;  1.3  billion  dollars  out  now  for  the  same  budget  in 
July;  he  noted  the  big  money  in  capital  gains  is  in  selling 
homes;  others  are  from  lottery,  income  and  sales  taxes, 
cigarettes  and  noted  that  any  broad  based  tax  would  fall  on  our 
members  and  that  this  state  could  not  continue  to  function  with 
these  deficits  and  that  there  were  no  majority  votes,  as  of  last 
evening,  for  an  increase  in  taxes. 

V.P.  Faherty  inquired  as  to  how  much  the  refund  on  bottles  and  a 
1%  tax  increase  would  bring  in. 

Director  Foley  advised  it  would  yield  450  million. 

V.P.  Faherty  inquired  as  to  how  much  with  the  bottle  refund  only. 

Director  Foley  advised  it  would  be  46  million  dollars. 

V.P.  Dart  inquired  as  to  whether  increasing  the  income  tax  by  1% 
would  help. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  there  still  would  be  deficit 
problems. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  cannot  support  increases  in 
taxes  without  increases  in  the  capital  gains  tax  and  that  we  will 
be  receptive  to  all  ideas. 

At  this  time,  Director  Foley  read  sections  of  a  letter  in  support 
of  Thomas  Birmingham  which  he  stated  he  found  personally 
offensive. 

President   Osborn   noted  Mr.   Birmingham  had   run   against    an 
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incumbent  who  was  pro-labor. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  COPE  and  Legislative  Director. 
So  voted. 

President  Osborn  reported  results  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  special 
friends  program  and  that  Bryan  McCarthy  from  the  Carpenters  Union 
had  been  successful,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO,  in  becoming  elected  City  Councilor  in  Waltham.  He  also 
noted  that  Brother  McCarthy  had  been  active  in  the  Quality  of 
Life  Committee  in  Waltham  and  the  City  Council  election  was  a 
hard  fought  fight.  In  the  City  of  Lowell,  the  President 
announced  that  labor  had  won  7  out  of  9  seats  for  the  City 
Council  and  3  out  of  5  seats  for  the  School  Committee.  In 
Chelsea,  President  Osborn  advised  labor  won  4  out  of  6  seats  on 
the  School  Committee. 

President  Osborn  urged  all  of  the  Vice  Presidents  to  hold  the 
line  on  political  endorsements  and  that  the  record  of  wins  of  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  has  grown. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Phinney  reported  that  he  wanted  to  extend  a 
thank  you  to  Representative  Suzanne  Bump  who  had  assisted  the 
UFCW  in  the  Blue  Laws  fight. 

President  Osborn  reported  the  creation  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Environmental  Committee  and  urged  participation  by  the  Vice 
Presidents  and/or  their  recommendations  of  persons  to  be  named  to 
the  committee;  he  noted  that  one  vice  president  has  requested  to 
be  on  the  committee  and  another  person  has  been  recommended  by  an 
Exec.  V.P.  to  serve  on  the  committee. 

President  Osborn  requested  support  from  the  Vice  Presidents  to 
assist  V.P.  Mahar  in  a  rally/picket  V.P.  Mahar  has  scheduled  for 
Monday  at  5:00  A.M.  in  Centennial  Park  in  Peabody  in  support  of 
the  striking  Teamsters. 

The  President  made  a  progress  report  on  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Project  which  is  functioning  well  in  assisting  in  employee 
buyouts,  plant  closings  at  the  UAW,  and  its  being  involved  in 
employee  ownership  takeover  at  the  Town  House  Inn  in  Lowell.  He 
noted  this  is  a  model  program  and  it  is  working  and  thanked  the 
Vice  Presidents  for  their  assistance  in  bringing  in  the  seed 
money  to  fund  the  program. 

On  the  World  of  Difference  Campaign,  sponsored  and  endorsed  by 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO,  President  Osborn  reported  additional 
funds  were  needed  to  sponsor  the  program;  training  sessions  to 
remove  prejudice  from  the  workplace  were  being  planned  and  asked 
the  continued  assistance  of  the  Council  members  in  meeting  the 
Council's  $2,500  commitment  to  this  program. 
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At  this  time,  V.P.  Irvin  thanked  the  President  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  members  of  the  Executive  Council  for  their  support 
in  the  Olsen  Manufacturing  strike  which  has  been  ongoing  for  31 
weeks  and  that  they  were  still  going  strong.  He  thanked  the 
V.P.'s  and  officers  for  attending  a  rally  on  behalf  of  the 
Steelworkers  at  Olsen. 

V.P.  Phinney  updated  the  Council  on  the  picketing  at  Filenes  on 
the  South  Shore  and  that  Local  1445,  UFCW  had  requested 
assistance  from  the  Council.  He  noted  that  18,000  union  families 
in  the  cities  and  towns  abutting  Kingston  received  a  letter 
explaining  the  situation  with  the  UFCW  and  Filenes  and  were  urged 
not  to  shop  there.  He  noted  he  was  happy  to  inform  the  Exec. 
Council  that  the  owners  of  Filenes  have  set  a  meeting  with  the 
UFCW  and  felt  this  came  about  as  a  result  of  the  success  of  the 
picketing  the  South  Shore  stores.  He  thanked  the  vice  presidents 
for  their  assistance  and  for  sending  members  of  their 
organizations  to  assist  on  the  picket  lines.  He  also  thanked 
everyone  for  their  support  of  the  UFCW  picket  of  Shaws 
supermarkets  in  Worcester  County. 

President  Osborn  reminded  the  V.P.'s  to  support  union  label  -  buy 
American  and  Boycott  Shaw's  in  Worcester  County.  Also,  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  cannot  forget  the  plight  of  the  Eastern 
Airlines  strikers. 

MMS  to  inform  the  members  of  the  striking  ALPA,  Machinists,  and 
TWU  and  to  reaffirm  and  reassure  them  that  their  struggle  is 
still  a  major  priority  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.

DEAR  AFFILIATED  LOCAL  UNION: 

The  enclosed  letter  from  IAM,  Lodge  1726  is  self- 
explanatory.  The  Executive  Officers  and  Council  of 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  voted  to  bring  this  issue 
to  all  of  our  affiliates'  attention. 

The  Union  Label  Department  has  no  official  position 
in  terms  of  a  boycott  of  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel  in 
Boston.  Legally,  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  is 
prohibited  from  sanctioning  such  a  boycott  at  this 
time. 

However,  the  Park  Plaza  continues  to  house  the 
Eastern  Airlines  scabs  and  the  IAM  has  vowed  to 
maintain  an  informational  picket  line  at  the  hotel. 
The  decision  must  be  made  by  the  individual  local 
union  leadership  while  operating  in  the  spirit  of 
trade  union  solidarity. 

The  Eastern  Strike  remains  strong  and  united  with 
overwhelming  support  from  Organized  Labor  in 
Massachusetts  and  across  the  Country.

Thank  you  for  your  inquiry  regarding  the  Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Employees  Union  housing  trust  fund.   The  local 
is  to  be  commended  for  negotiating  a  creative  approach  to  the 
affordable  housing  problem,  and  I  hope  that  the  requisite  changes 
in  federal  law  can  be  made  so  the  trust  can  begin  operation. 

As  you  know,  the  local  negotiated  the  language  for  the 
trust,  but  unfortunately  included  language  requiring  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act  be  amended  before  the  trust  became  effective. 
They  further  required  that  change  be  in  place  before  May  30, 
1990.   What  they  may  not  have  known  is  that  amending  this 
contentious  law  is  extremely  difficult,  raising  a  serious  risk 
that  anti-worker  amendments  to  it  might  not  be  able  to  be 
defeated. 


I  am  attempting  to  pass  the  amendment  required  by  their 
contract  language,  but  also  want  to  assure  that  other  workers' 
rights  are  not  jeopardized  in  the  process.   I  will  continue  to 
seek  the  appropriate  legislative  vehicle  which  will  accomplish 
both  purposes. 

As  to  information  regarding  the  trust  itself,  I  would 
recommend  you  contact  the  local  union  which  negotiated  the 
language.   I  am  sure  they  will  be  happy  to  provide  you  with 
the  details  and  plans  for  the  trust  operation.

3.  Arrange  meetings  with  Kennedy  and  Kennedy's  staff  for  Local 
26  representatives. 

4 .  Provide  list  of  International  Union  COPE  contacts  for  Local 
26  Washington,  D.C.  effort  at  Bozzotto's  request. 

5.  Continued  contacts  with  Senators  Kennedy  and  Kerry  throughout 
process.  (Letter  from  Kennedy  to  Farmer,  dated  October  27,

6.  Local  26  table  at  State  Convention,  coordinated  efforts  at 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  rallies  with  Local  26.
